‘CHILDREN BURNT TO DEATH. 


Innisfail Province, Nov. 29. 

A fire, with horrible consequences, 
occured near Innisfail on Tuesday 
night, when five children of Mr. . and 
Mrs. George F. Oaks, were burned to 
death and another child was badly in- 
jured. 

Mr. and Mrs, Oaks, whose home was 
about five miles south of town, were 
attending the closing concert of the 
Chautauqua course, accompanied by 
thelr two eldest children, leaving their 
younger children, whose ages run from 
fifteen months to thirteen years, at 
home. 

About ten o’clock the house was dis- 
covered to:be on fire and before’ any 
assistance could reach the unfortunate 
family it was too late to save the pre- 
cious lives. 

Four girls and one boy were burned 
to death in the blaze. One boy man- 
aged to escape from the building, and 
was brought to the hospital, very bad- 
ly burned. 

It is not known just how the fire or- 
iginated. 

The bodies of the five children were 
recovered from the ruins. 


SHOT BY HIS BROTHER. 

A very sad accident occurred at the 
Raven on Wednesday of last week, 
whereby Thomas Stuart, aged 12, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. F. M. Copland, lost his 
life. 

Shortly after dinner the lad went 
out hunting with his brother, both 
carrying .32 rifles.

The bullet passed through 
the boy's stomach, the powder flash 
burning his sweater, it was so close.

Nothing could 
be done to save his life, however, and 
death intervened on Thursday.

CORRESPONDENCE 


To the Editor of The News. 


. Sir.—The two long letters printed 
in the Advocate last Friday are most 
disheartening. How many persons of 
ordinary intelligence can, at this 
time, occupy their minds with a long 
string of trivial side issues is to me 
almost incomprehensible. 

Surely: it is obvious to all that there 
is only one object worthy of attention 
now, and that is to win the war. All 
other matters must wait. The issue 
is clearly indicated by the question, 
“How would the Kaiser vote?” This 
question is not addressed to the dis- 
loyal—no appeal has been made to the 
disloyal—it is taken for granted they 
will certuinly not vote for the Union 
win-the-war government. The ques- 
tion is intended to help those in dan- 
ger of being blinded by old party pre- 
judices to see clearly the only point 
at issue. 

Some talk of grievances against the 
late Borden government, altogether 
blind to the fact that that govern- 
ment belongs to ancient history. 
Others speak of defects in the new 
Union government. No doubt they 
exist. But even granted that the 
grievances are well founded and the 
defects are certainly in evidence, we 
must let ‘ali subordinate matters wi 
and give our fullest support to the 
only combination which sets as its de- 
finite and sole sim the winning of the 
war. It is not a question of Liberals 
versus Tories; the most prominent 
and best of both parties combine in 
the Union government. And the 
Laurier party of relics is in the main 
composed of the Quebec disloyalists 
and of aliens, pacifists, and all those 
who are lukewarm in the prosecution 
of the war. And Laurier’s published 
programme is accordingly uncertain 
and indefinite and his plans such as at 
least involve delay and the absence of 
vigorous action at a crisis when action 
and energy are so vitally urgent. One 
writer sneers at the ‘Tories’ associa- 
ting with Sifton whom they formerly 
opposed, thus exhibiting his own in- 
grained prejudice and incapacity for 
readjusting his views to changed con- 
ditions. I will support any political 
opponent who will join with me in 
this vital struggle for freedom and 
civilization. We may differ again on 
other public questions when the war 
is won.

The following was the Mayor's report: 


To the Ratepayers of the City of Red Deer: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: — 


I had fondly hoped that, before it became my duty to present this 
report, the terrible tragedy of the war, almost world-wide war, would 
have been ended by’a peace favorable to Britain and her Allies. But 
the titanic struggle has entered upon its fourth year with its horizon 
Jargely extended rather than diminished. It now includes practically 
the whole civilized world, and we cannot see that the end is much 
nearer in sight than a year ago. With Russia practically out of the 
struggle, and a possibility of that immense empire, with its tremendous 
resources becoming an enemy instead of our ally; with Italy invaded by 
the Huns and trembling in the balance and dependent upon Britain and 
her gallant ally France to assist her in repelling the foe and continuing 
the struggle, I think I am warranted in stating that Britain and her 
Allies are now facing the most critical situation that they have experi- 
enced, and their call for aid in men and material resources is more in- 
sistent than ever. 


Our gallant Canadian soldiers have continued to win undying glory 
for Canada and the great Empire of which we form a part. The price 
paid has been in keeping with the glory won. Miuny have made the 
supreme sacrifice of their lives, among whom were a goodly number 
from our own city and vicinity. Others have sacrificed Nmb or health 
and are thereby handicapped for life, and our hearts go out -in kindly 
sympathy to all who have been touched by sorrow and suffering. 


Believing in the justice of our cause and that right and righteous- 
ness will prevall, we will, with a firm trust in the Almighty, and a reso- 
lute purpose continue the struggle untill we shall emerge triumphant 
and, out of all the sorrow and suffering and sacrifice, there will come 
a better day and better conditions for all mankind. For, as someone 
has said, a new world Is being born; a new spirit Is being developed ; a 
new system is being evolved. 

This old world will never be the same again. A great revival is 
going on over yonder In the trenches, Class distinctions and racial and 
religious prejudices ure giving away to the feeling of brotherhood and 
good fellowship, und-service and sacrifice and co-operation ure taking 
the place of selfishness, Religlosity Is giving place to genuine and prac- 
tical Christianity. We must prepure for revolution along a good many 
Nnes when our brave boys come home. 


Our Financial Position. At the begining of the present year, the 
City was faced by a very embarrassing financial situation. Owing -to 
the accumulation of arrears of taxes from former years and the then 
lack of sympathy focally from our bankers, the City was practically in 
a state of insolvency. We had defaulted in our debenture payments, 
one holder of our bonds had entered suit against the City, and we were 
largely in arrears in payments to the School Board. On account of not 
being able to get any advance from the bank, a few private individuals 
had to raise money on their own personal notes to pay the teachers. 
Under these circumstances we were compelled to consider the matter of 
transferring the City’s account to another bank which seemed like a 
hopeless task during a time of such financial stringency; but with the 
loyal support of all the Council, and the valuable services of Alderman 
Lord in particular, we were successful in getting another bank to take 
over our account and agree to finance the City for the present year. 
This, however, was done on the distinct understanding that our over- 
draft was not to exceed a certain amount. We Issued Treasury Bills 
for $30.000, repayable in 1, 2 and 3 years, against the arrears of taxes 
for 1916 to meet the overdraft at the bank for 1916. We sent out our 
tax notices in Mebruary, and Inaugurated a vigorous campaign for col- 
lection of taxes and succeeded in collecting sufficient .current taxes to 
finance the City’s obligations up to June without borrowing from the 
bank which meant a large saving of interest to the City. Wehave also 
collected a large amount of arrears of taxes which has been deposited 
in the bank for repayment of the Treasury Bills. These figures will be 
given in the Financial Statement, and we believe will be a source of 
satisfaction to every ratepayer, While we have been able to finance 
the City successfully during the year, we wish to say that we cannot 
afford to ease up In the least in our efforts to collect taxes. The amount 
which came in on October 31st, which was the last discount perlod, was 
not so large as it should have been. We must bear in mind the fact 
that we have gathered the cream of the taxes, and it may be necessary 
before the close of the year to adopt more drastic measures to bring 
collections up to what they should be. 


Earlier Assessment. Last year the City Charter was amended giv- 
‘ing the City power to have the assessment made in the fall for the fol- 
lowing year, The Councll decided to give discounts for payment of 
current taxes as follows:—12% per cent., 10 per cent., 7% per cent., and 
5 per cent. 


The 191st. Early in the year the 191st Battalion was quartered 
‘here for a short time. The Government paid most of the cost of fixing 
up the buildings for this Battalion and also the entire cost of putting 
the buildings back in condition for Ixhibition purposes. 


Police Department. The Police work has been very light all year, 
the Provincial Police having agreed to look after all criminal cases and 
enforce the Provincial laws leaving the City Police toattend to enforce- 
ment of City By-Laws and the Health Act, Up to the present time 
only two persons have been in the cells this year, - 


Fire Brigade. The Fire Brigade has had a most exceptional year 
up to the present time, there having been practically no damage done 
from fires, Hydrants and equipment are tested and the horses trained 
regularly, and the Brigade is ready for work whenever called upon. 

Parks and Cemetery. Not much money has been spent on upkeep 
of Parks this year. A new bridge was built in Waskasoo Park. In the 
Cemetery nearly all the lots have been levelled and seeded down ‘and 


the roads there improved. A little more work should be done there 
next year. 


’ 


Gas Franchise. An agreement for a natural gas franchise with A. 
W, Dingman was drafted after considerable work on it, but Mr. Ding- 
man did not go on with the proposition. It is possible that later on this 
matter will be considered by him. + 


Hospital. The City has not been called on to give much financial 
assistance to the Memorial Hospital this year. Their annual report is 
most satisfactory. During the year the new Hospital Act has been 
passed and Hospital Districts formed and this question of Hospital 
Districts will likely come before next year’s Council. 


Institute for Feeble Minded Children. The building is being altered 
by the Provincial Government and will likely be made use of soon. 


Canadian Pacific Railway. This Company last summer commenced 
running their trains to Kerrobert from Red Deer which resulted in 
some trainmen moving to Red Deer to live. The matter of having the 
Acme branch built into Red Deer should be pressed on the Canadian 
Pacitie Railway officials, 


Canadian Northern Railway. Last winter the bridge over the Red 
Deer River was built but damaged by the ice in the Spring. No infor- 


mation has been obtained as to when this line will be built Into Red 
Deer. 


Health Department. Sanitary inspections have been made in the 
spring. There were very few cases of contagious or Infectious disease 
during the year in Red Deer. 


Waterworks System. There has not been any serious trouble 
with the system this year. No mains were frozen lust winter and 
fewer services than usual were frozen. The silt was cleaned out of tie 
wells and the mains flushed. The water supply is pure, 


Public Works. Not much new work was done. Some bridges 
were repaired, high water in the creek having damaged some of them. 
Sidewalks were repaired from time to time. Catch basins werg built 
on Michener Hill and a cement wall built in front of J. Malcolm's pro- 
perty. Roads were kept in repair and a litue grading done. A new 
outlet to the South-West is being planned by the Council. 

The Outlook. The country has been blessed with a fairly good 
crop, and prices for produce of all kinds are high, and consequently 
business Is prosperous. While making no rapid strides, yet Red Deer's 
position is steadily Improving as an important = railway centre, and 
when the Canadian Northern and the Acme branch of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway are completed into Red Deer our future will be assured. 


The wholesale houses established here report a highly satisfactory 
business, 


Thanks for Co-operation. In conclusion, T wish to sincerely thank 
the Aldermen and City oMecials and employees for their loyal co-opera- 
tion in promoting the interests of the City. Our relations have heen 
most cordial, Commissioner Stephenson has been untiring in his 
efforts on the City’s behalf. 
address mykelf thoughtfully and earnestly to the task of carrying on and 
protecting the interests of the City, and feel richly rewarded by the fact 
that our financial standing has been materially bettered.

HOSPITAL REPORT. 


Mr. F. H. Tallman, president of the Hospital Board, brought in the following 
report. 


To the Citizens of Red Deer, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honor to present the report of the Red Deer Memorial Hospital 
for 10 months from Jamfiary lst, 1917, to October 31st, 1917. I. shall not go into 
details, for they will be furnished a little later by our Secretary who will give 
you the financial statement in full, and will also read the report of our Lady 
Superintendent, Miss Kingston. 


In common with every institution and every business organization we have 
felt the effects of the war in various ways Perhaps the greatest difficulty 
with which we have had to contend is that of procuring an adequate number of 
nurses. In many cases we have only been able to secure the services of a 
nurse for a limited period, and so have missed the benefits which are derived 
by having a settled and permanent staff. 


Our gratitude is due Miss Kingston for the patience and courage she has 
displayed under these trying circumstances, and for her loyalty and de- 
votion to the work of our Hospital. Since the outbreak of the war three 
of our nursing staff have gone overseas, also two of our orderlies, one of 
whom has made the supreme sacrifice, and we feel that we should cheer- 
fully make the best of the situation and put up with minor difficulties when 
the Empire’s call is so urgent, and our brave soldiers need and deserve 
the best care our most skilled nurses are able to give them. 

In common with all, the high cost of living has affected us, for we have 
found it necessary to raise the salaries of all the staff, and our expense 
has been further enhanced by the continued rise in the price of food stuffs, 
etc. 

I think in view of all this, that you will agree with me that it is a matter for 
congratulation that for the ten months from January ist to October 31st,

This satisfactory financial standing is 
especially gratifying. We consider 
that owing to the insistent demands 
frrom overseas for help in patriotic, 


red cross, and relief work, that the 
thought and time of various ladies 
is more than occupied, and therefore, 
naturally, the various Ladies Organ- 
izations have not been able to give 
such generous donations to the Hospi- 
tal as in previous years, but in these 
strenuous times a greater’ need of 
thanks is due the Ladies’ Hospital 
Aid, and the Balmoral Hospital Aid 
for gifts of linen and other supplies. 
We heartily thank the Women’s In- 
stitute for furnishing a ward in mem- 
ory of our brave fellow-townsman, the 
late lamented Major H. L. Gaetz. We 
consider this a very fitting memorial 
to the memory of our heroic citizen, 
especially when we remember that our 
Hospital stands as a memorial to other 
of our brave sons who fell on the 
South African Veldt fighting the Em- 
pire’s battles. 

In conclusion I wish to thank all 
who have made donations to the Hos- 
pital, or assisted in the work in any 
way. The words of commendation of 
patients for the care they have re- 
ceived while in the Hospital have also 
been greatly appreciated.

My report for the first ten months 
of the present year is as given below:

Of the patients admitted there were 
196 surgical cases of which 190 were 
operative, 92 medical, and 39 obstret- 
ical cases, 5 fractures, a few sprains 
and dislocations, and a number of eye 
cases. Then there were 40 outdoor 
patients in for dressings, etc. 

Donations to the Hospital have per- 
haps been fewer than in former years, 
but that is to be expected in time of 
war, when there are so many urgent 
needs. ‘ 

The Hospital Ladies Aid of the 
City, and that of Balmoral have helped 
to supply the bed linen, etc. The Wo- 
man's Institute have, except for bed 
and table linen, which are to follow; 
furnished a room in memory of the 
late Major H. L. Gaetz. The united 
churches gave us their Thanksgiving 
collection, and the churches’ which 
were decorated for the occasion sent 
us the fruit, vegetables and flowers. 
Thanks is due to our postmaster for 
giving us a box free of charge, to our 
editors and an unknown friend for 
sending us the local papers, and the 
Ladies’ Home Journal gratis. Other 
donations, a list of which have ap- 
peared in the papers from time to time 
have also been appreciated.

Elections, undertake by these presents, if | am 
elected, to demand the immediate suspension of 
the Military Service Act, 1917, and of all its 
effects until Canadian electors have Pronounced 
by way of plebescite; and should the majority 
of the electors condemn it, that it be considered 
null from its origin and that in consequence all 
conscripts shall be disbanded.” 

“l also undertake to vote against any govern- 
ment which should refuse to adopt the above 
enunciated policy.” 

The effect of Canada quitting the war would be 
that the country would be disgraced and dishonored. 

Our heroic soldiers at’ the front would be put to 
everlasting shame, and the sacrifice of our glorious 
dead would have been in vain. 

The Allies would be dealt a severe blow in the 
house of their friends. 

The detestable Hun would be encouraged to keep 
on fighting; our deflection would be a great victory 
tor him which he would gloat over. The word would 
spread like lightning all over Germany that the fight- 
ing Canadians had quit sending men to the front, and 
‘there surely would be great rejoicing.

GENERAL MEWBURN’S PLEDGE. 


“Farmers’ sons who are honestly engaged in the 
production of food will be exempt from military ser- 
vice, and if 1 continue to be Minister of Militia I will 
give you my word that if any farmers’ sons who are 
honestly engaged in farm work and in the production 
of foodstuffs—if they-are not exempted by the Tri- 
bunals and are called up for military service—I will 
have them honorably discharged from the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force, provided they go back to the 
farm, because it is very important that we should 
increase our production of foodstuffs.” 


GERMAN PHILOSOPHY SHALL NOT PREVAIL. 


The time has come for plain speaking and clear, 
clean thinking, and we take this opportunity of com- 
mending to the attention of our readers the clear 
tone of the Rev. Dr. Robert Johnston, of the Ameri- 
can Presbyterian Church, Montreal, in his address 
at a joint war conference of the Presbyteries of New 
York, Brooklyn, Newark (New Jersey), and Nassau 
county (New York). Dr. Johnston told how he had 
rejected the Bryce report of Prussian atrocities as 
incredible, and although not a pacifist in any sense 
of the word, had felt that the time would come 
when all the nations engaged in the great struggle 
would meet together and find a satisfactory basis 
on which the war could be terminated. “T had 
always been lukewarm,” he said, “until last night I 
heard from the lips of one who knows better than 
anyone else in this country just what the Germans 
had done, and now I know that we are not traitors 
to our country, but to Jesus Christ our Lord if we are 
not in this thing to wipe out the Christless philos- 
ophy and the Christless religion of our enemies. I 
said before, “it isn’t true,” he continued, “Bryce or 
no Bryce,’ but now I say I would I could get away 
from these qgwful things. My whole being is stirred, 
and I was kept awake all night. I have preached 
that we keep free from anger and bitterness and 
condemnation; now I preach that we have got to 
win, for if a philosophy of force is to win out in this 
war, then the very throne of God will totter. Christ- 
ianity has got to be saved from this awful wreckage, 
and Christianity will win out only when we teach 
them that their philosophy, which has made of Eur- 
ope a shambles, shall not prevgil.” 


BRITISH PAPERS CANNOT IMAGINE UNION 
DEFEAT. 


General Currie’s poignant appeal to the Canadian 
homeland “Not to desert us in the hour of our néed 
and of our approaching triumph” is widely published 
in London, England, and makes a profound impres- 
sion. 

The Liberal Daily Chronicle conveys the general 
impression that the: coalition will win “unless they 
are defeated by the apathy of the electorate.” The 
first editorial in the Daily Mail says: “Shall Canada 
drop out, the Canadian divisions be reduced to a 
mere skeleton and immense encouragement be given 
Germany? We have very little doubt about the 
Canadian elector's decision.” : 

The Daily Express says this is the Allies’ election 
as much as Canada’s: “One marvel of the situation 
is that the FrenchCanadians, who fought so gallantly 
in France should, in this great crisis, apparently 
attach themselves to the banner of the pacifists, 
anti-conscriptionists, and disruptionists in general.” 


“If we don’t turn the “rotten old Tory government” 
down this coming election, then the next after that 
we will turn them down $0 hard that neither their 
children nor their children’s children will ever hold 
office in Canada again.” This was the Hon. Duncan 
Marshall, at Delburne. Nice sentiment, isn’t it? 
His whole speech was to the same effect. | He nearly 
evaded the issue altogether, and played on old party 
feelings, even calling men who are the best men in 
his party, “Rotten old Tories.” 


There are many indications that thoughtful French 
Canadians and thoughtful Roman Catholics have a 
painful realization. of the difficulties which are being 
created for them by the Bourassa movement and 
Sir Wilfrid's action in joining hands with Bourassa, 
says the Edmonton Journal. The Catholic Register 
in a recent issue examined the situation in an admir- 
ably clear article which concluded: . 

Mr.- Bourassa is using all the talents which God 
gave him whether he knows it or not, in the self- 
assumed task of isolating his native province, of 
placing the Catholic church in a false position in 
Canada, and of turning minds and wills against the 


service and welfare of their country. , 


At Delburne on November 27th, the Hon. Duncan 
Marshall, speaking at a political meeting, promised 
that if the “rotten old Tory government” were de- 
feated at the polls, the new Laurfer government 
would recruit more men in three months than the 
Union government could get in the draft. Almost 
in the same breath Mr. Marshall said he had no 
right to ask anyone to go and fight. I guess some 
of his hearers were a little puzzled.

reason being that he would get higher 
interest elsewhere.. This man _ will 
dilate in most acrimonious language 
of the guilt of Sir Joseph Flavelle in 
making a few millions out of supply- 
ing the British government with 
bacon. Yet, where do they differ! 
The same desire for the largest pro- 
fit at the expense of the country is 
there. The animating spirit is the 
same, only the amounts involved dif- 
fer. This same unctious seeker after 
higher interest will at the midweek 
prayer meeting feelingly speak of 
God's great bounty. At the Sunday 
exercises he will weep as he describes 
the love of Christ which passeth un- 
derstanding, and on Monday’ when 
approached by some unfortunate for 
monetary assistance will promptly pro- 
ceed to soak him the legal limit of 
interest, adding thereto a bonus for 
procuring the loan. Have you ever 
noticed the influence that an indiv- 
idual sometimes has on a neighbor- 
hood? We have a good illustration 
right here. In this locality lives a 
man who is one of the greatest gush- 
ers of hot air extant. This fall he 
was from home and it froze up early 
in October. He has been home now 
two weeks, and everyone is busy 
plowing again. It is delightful to 
have the warming effects of the hot 
air, but rather tedious to be within 
earshot of it. 

Those who are against Union gov- 
ernment seem hard to please. Noth- 
ing that the present government has 
done or promises to do in the future 
is, right. We have heard a lot about 
how the government should conscript 
capital. What is the “Business pro- 
fits War Tax Act, 1916,” but such 
conscription? Ask those same howlers 
about it and 99 out of every 100 will 
admit that they know nothing about 
it, probably the other one will pooh, 
pooh, and say it is a fake. After this 
tax the man who is in big business 
will get hit again with the income 
tax. Now the Union government 
proposes a law to control the pork 
business and prevent Sir Joseph 
Flavelle and Pat. Burns from becom- 
ing multi-millionaires, by this law the 
country will take half the profit be- 
tween 7 and 15 per cent, and all the 
profit over 15 per cent. If that is 
not conscripting capital it sure comes 
pretty near it in our opinion. We 
have heard that packers’ profits are 
put as high as 80 per cent. Some 
haul there. 

We have heard of quick increase, 
but we believe the following, taken 
from an Iowa paper holds the record, 
“Mr. and Mrs. Paul Fremont are the 
proud parents of a fourth son since 
last Thursday.” That's going some, 
four since Thursday. 

The lieutenant of Lenine, the Rus- 
sian socialist and pro-German who is 
trying to make confusion worse con- 
founded in that country is Trotsky. 
Trotsky left Russia, his native coun- 
try, and went to the U.S.A. Macken- 
zie King, one of Laurier’s lieutenants, 
left Canada, his native country, and 
went to the U.S.A. Trotsky returned 
to Russia during the war, not to help 
in the defense of his native country, 
but to try and upset the National gov- 
ernment that had been established 
there. William Lyon Mackenzie King 
has returned to Canada and is doing 
all he can to upset the national gov- 


ernment established here. Trotsky is 
against conscription, so is King. Mr. 
Knight, the socialist candidate for 


parliamentary honors is expected to 
address the free and independent elec- 
tors of this burg sometime in the 
future. He will demonstrate to his 
own satisfaction that winning the war 
is a secondary consideration to send- 
ing a socialist to parliament. He will 
farther show that this war has caused 
the governments of the Allies to take 
certain steps of a socialistic tendency 
in controlling industries, incomes, 
profits, carrier companies, etc., that 
would not have been achieved in 10 
years, if then. That the Germans 
having started the war, are primarily 
the cause of these socialistic gains, 
and that therefore, in common grati- 
tude every socialist should rally to 
the aid and support of the German 
cause. The best way available to the 
electors of Red Deer to succor and 
hearten the German cause is to elect 
to parliament a member who is against 
conscription. By electing the socialist 
candidate they will be electing a man 
with twice the brains of the straight 
liberal nominee, and therefore far 
more able to play H— with the win- 
the-war party than can a spoon-fed, 
String-led party man. Those who can, 
like on occasion to let off a little brag 
about their ancestors and what they 
did in the past. There is a fine chance 
coming for our men on the draft to 
act so in the war that their descend- 
ants will be proud to tell of what 
their ancestors did in the ‘Great War.’

PURCHASE FOR ALLIED NATIONS 
RED CROSS AND BELGIAN 
RELIEF COMMISSION. 


Chicago, November 28.—The great- 
est meat order in the history of the 
Chicago stockyards and the world bia 
placed here today. . 

Joseph Cotton, of the food adminis- 
tration, was the buyer, and the pur- 


chase was for the allied nations, the 
Red Cross and the Belgian Relief 
commission. 

The tonnage, the kinds of meats 
involved, and the time for deliveries 
will remain secret, us will the names 
of the fifteen packers who divided 
the orders. 

The order for the United States 
army failed to arrive in time, it was 
said, and will be divided later. It also 
was gaid the greater part of the order 
will be delivered after the first part 
of the year and the cured meats 
will go to make up a considerable 
portion of the whole. 

The order was placed under the 
new prices established on Saturday by 
the food administrator, alowing the 
packers not more than 2% per cent. 
profit on meat sales. The order was 
unusual in that there was no compet- 
ition, the whole thing being shared 
out at the government's own prices, 
practically at the dictation of Mr.

All land against which there are any arrears of taxes will be placed 
op a “TAXY ENFORCEMENT RETURN" during January; this return, 
when audited, is submitted to a Judge of the District Court for con- 
firmation. . 


When the “TAX ENFORCEMENT RETURN” is confirmed by the 
Judge, and registered in the office of Land Registration District, the 
ownership of lands on the retiirn is vested in the Local Improvement 
District, free from all liens and encumbrances. 


If after ONE YBAR, the taxes, costs, expenses, etc., against the 
lands have not been paid, it becomes the absolute property of the 
Local Improvement District, and subject to the approval of the Min- 
ister, may be sold, leased or otherwise disposed of by the Council 
on such terms and conditions as it may fix. 


For the purpose of giving information with regard to this new law, 
and for the receiving of taxes, paying wages and accounts, and the 
transaction of-Local Improverent District business generally, I. will 
be at my oflice, Room 3, upsteirs, T. A. Gaetz Block, 38 Ross Strect, 
Red Deer, daily (Sundays and holidays excepted), until further notice.

Kitchener, Ont., Nov. 25,—As a ra- 
sult of an organized ‘effort, Sir Robert 
Borden was prevented from addressing 
the electors here Saturday night, al- 
though some 8,000 persons had asseni- 
bled to hear his address. <After sever- 
al attempts, In which he was howled 
down each time, Sir Robert accepted 
the situxtioh. Neither the chairman 
hor H. M. Mowat, K.C., who vainly 
tried to quell the storm, were any more 
successful. The only man who was 
ullowed to speak was W. G. Weilchel, 
the Unionist’ candidate, and he was in- 
terrupted almost continuously. 

The disturbers held a_ parade 
through tie main strects carrying 
Laurier banners, and for a time there 
threatened to “be serious trouble. aA 
party of returned soldiers attacked the 
demonstrators and tore down — their 
banners, but they continued = their 
march to the hall, and although num- 
bering perhaps npt more than 30 per 
cent of the audiénce, were able to pre- 
vent the premier from getting a heur- 
ing. 

Sir Robert Borden said that the dis- 
turbance which prevented Mr. Mowat 
and himself from speaking Was the 
organized work of 300 or 400 rouyhs 
und hoodlums and could not in any 
way be uttributed to the respectayle 
people of Kitchener, In 21 years — of 
public Hite, this was the only oecasiuon 
apen which he had preven‘ed 
from speaking to a@ meeting Uhat he 
sought to address. 

An indignation meeting asked the 
Council to pass a resolution deploring 
the disturbance, but the Council could 
not muster a majority to make = the 
apology, as the majority were Euler 
supporters. A number of stiff fines 
were imposed in the court, and @ num- 
ber of the disturbers lost their jobs.

There was a_ tussle 
with the police and several arrests 
were made. 

The Socialist Journal says: 

“The police authorities ought not 
to regard such gatherings as dangcer- 
ous because the whole people are with 
the demonstrators in their aim of 
bringing about peace, and because 
this effort calls forth no serious oppvs- 
ition throughout the country.” 

The Vorwaerts wishes that 
demonstrations would take place in 
Paris and London for “then we would 
not be far from peace.”

Amsterdam, November 28.-—A great 
socialist. demonstration at Budapest 
on Sunday in favor of an armistice 
und peace, is reported by the Vos- 
siche Zeitung of Berlin. Declarations 
were made that democracy must em- 
ploy all means to end the war, and 
that it was impossible to bring peice 
by force of arms. ‘These statements 
led to Gemonstrations against the war 
and in favor of a general strike.

“The meaning of the recent lull on 
the Palestine front is that we must 
get up fresh troops, supplies and 
munitions for that battle.”
